Dear Friends of The Hamilton Foundation, 


We are pleased to enclose the 1991 Annual Report of the Foundation and would like to share with 
you some highlights of the Foundation’s 37th year of community service and grantmaking. 


Several new gifts were received during the 1990-91 fiscal year and together with others received 
since then have brought our total funds to close to $8 million, as of September 30, 1991. The Founda- 
tion is most grateful for these gifts and thanks the donors on behalf of the community at large. 


In June, grants amounting to about $100,000 were awarded to several community organizations from 
the Foundation’s unrestricted funds for projects in health and human services, arts and culture, educa- 
tion, recreation and the environment. During the summer, some 600 needy children were provided 
with subsidies from the summer camp fund, a joint venture of the Spectator and the Foundation 
which raised more than $43,000 in donations from the public. 


The Community Needs Assessment report prepared by the Social Planning and Research Council for 
the Foundation is being studied by the Directors as they plan their strategic directions for the next 
few years. In addition to maintaining the traditional small grants program, the Foundation intends to 
define one or more priority areas for focused grant making. This decision will be taken in consultation 
with others concerned with the planning and funding of services in the community. 


Stephen Fletcher, Bill Nelson and Betty Anne Woolner completed their terms of office at the Annual 
Meeting in June. Tom Casey and Ken Davy retired earlier in the year owing to pressures of business 
and other activities. We thank all of them for making this community a better place through their 
many hours of involvement with Foundation activities. 


The new Directors are Gordon Bullock, publisher of The Hamilton Spectator, Honorary Chairman of 
Hamilton’s International Literacy Year activities and a Governor of McMaster University; Sondra 
Cornett, past President of Royal Botanical Gardens, a Governor of McMaster University and a Trustee 
of the Edith Turner Foundation; Bill Fuller, former International Staff Representative for the United 
Steel Workers of America, Vice-President of the St. Joseph’s Hospital Foundation and 1991 Citizen of 
the Year; Betty MacFarlane, a Governor of the Art Gallery of Hamilton and a past President of the Ju- 
nior League and the Volunteer Committees of the Art Gallery and the Hamilton Civic Hospitals; 
Terry Yates, President of Setay Holdings, former Vice-Chairman of H.E.C.F.. and Advisory Council 
member of Chedoke/McMaster Hospitals and McMaster University’s School of Business. We look for- 
ward to their participation. 


The concept of a permanent endowment fund for the community, with the earnings each year going 
back to help a wide range of local charitable needs, is attracting increasing attention. Thoughtful peo- 
ple who support the day-to-day needs of many worthy institutions are recognizing that they may ex- 
tend their giving beyond their lifetimes through support of their community foundation. They thus 
find a lasting way of thanking the community that has been good to them and their families.

President’s Message 


With the support of a strong Board of Directors, an excellent 
professional staff led by Judith McCulloch, and many volunteers 
from the community, your Hamilton Foundation has completed 
another successful year. It is my pleasure to personally thank all 
of them on behalf of you, the citizens of Greater Hamilton, and 
to provide an overview of the year ended March 31, 1991. 


In particular, we wish to acknowledge with great thanks the invaluable voluntary 
contribution to the Foundation by R.D. (Bob) Mackenzie, F.C.A., who retired March 31 
after 9 years as our Financial Manager. 


From a financial viewpoint, Total Assets or Fund Balances administered by the Foundation 
reflect a net increase of $376,388 to a total of $7,695,875. Donations and bequests received 
were $514,320, including a generous bequest of $300,000 from the late Florence Eleanor 
Spence Hutton. Grants and distributions from income amounted to $419,834. 


The major thrust of our efforts during the year has been the continued ‘visioning’ exercise 
by your Board of Directors and staff to strengthen the Foundation and make it more 
effective and beneficial to the community. The following have been identified as key areas 
for concentration: 


e Asset/Resource Development — provide the philanthropic leadership which encourages 
and enables donors to build and expand the capital funds of the Foundation for charitable 
purposes in the community; 


¢ Grantmaking and Community Leadership - assess, in consultation and co-ordination with 
others in the community, the needs of the people of Greater Hamilton that may be 
effectively served by the Foundation and create a responsive grantmaking program in the 
areas of arts and culture, health and social services, education and environment. 


We wish to acknowledge the significant assistance of the Council on Foundations in 
Washington, D.C. for their resource documents and more particularly for their on-site 
consultation program in which we participated this year. This program is provided at no 
cost and is part of the expanding mission of the ‘Community Foundation Movement’. In 
this regard, our Executive Director is actively involved in the development of a national 
network of Canadian Community Foundations and is also serving on the Planning 
Committee for the annual international conference of Community Foundations, a first for a 
non-American. 


In closing, it has been a wonderful experience to serve as a Director during the past four 
years. I, like a number before me, have developed a strong sense of the major role that a 
vibrant Hamilton Foundation can play in the development of an improved quality of life 
for all citizens in our community. My real hope and belief is that thousands more will 


come to that realization in the years to come.

Executive Director’s Message 


Hamilton, like all great cities, struggles with complex economic 
and social problems. And, as elsewhere, its citizens are 
combining forces to solve them. The Hamilton Foundation is 
evolving as an important part of that process through its 
grantmaking and community endowment building programs. 


From our small beginnings in 1954, when the first gift of $100 : s 
was received, our funds have grown to more than $7.5 million. Most of this iawn has 
occurred in the last decade when Wills drawn in earlier years have come into effect. 
Fortunately, many of these gifts were given without restriction on use, providing the 
Foundation with the flexibility to respond to changing community needs. 


While traditionally Community Foundations have received most of their funds from 
bequests (in our case, some 80%), they are also seen as effective vehicles for charitable 
giving by living donors, by corporations, associations and others who wish to support 
immediately a broad range of community activities or a particular area of interest. Such 
contributions provide the community with a gift today which will last for generations to 
come and enable the Foundation to respond in more significant ways to current and 
pressing needs in our community. 


Through the years, our grants have been limited to relatively small amounts in order to 
share the available funds among many worthy applicants. With a determined effort to 
increase our capital funds, we should be able to undertake larger commitments in areas of 
special community need. To prepare for this expanded role, we have commissioned a 
community-wide study in the areas of health and human services, arts and culture, 
education and the environment to identify underserviced and critical needs. In consultation 
with others in the community, the Foundation will determine its priorities in the coming 
months. 


Every year, we receive hundreds of enquiries about grant assistance for various projects. In 
1990-91, some 285 formal proposals were reviewed by advisory committees prior to the 
Board’s approval of 119 grants to organizations and 62 student bursaries and scholarships. 
We could not undertake the site visits normally required or thoroughly review the wide- 
ranging and often complex proposals without the help of a number of volunteers, each 
with expertise in a particular area. We owe a great debt of gratitude to these individuals 
who care very deeply about their community, and whose names are listed in this Annual 
Report. 


It is said that the Community Foundation movement is the fastest growing area of 
philanthropy in North America. People in some 400 centres across Canada, the United 
States, Europe and Australia have now seen the value of a community charitable 
endowment to which all citizens may contribute, regardless of means. These Community 
Foundations range in size from a few thousand dollars to nearly $1 billion. Imagine what 
could be done in and for our area with the support of all people who love this great 
community!

GIFTS BY BEQUEST — $365,319 


The Hamilton Foundation continues to grow because people from all walks of life decide 
that it’s important to give something back to their community. Often, this is accomplished 
through a bequest in a Will. The following brief accounts are about some of those people 
whose gifts were received in 1990-91. All of these gifts were unrestricted, unless noted. 


F. James Travice Broadbent — $2,000 

Travice Broadbent, a chemist by trade, came to Canada from Huddersfield, England in 
1922 as representative of a dye manufacturer. At the time of his retirement, he was 
associated with Hoechst Canada and Hoechst Celanese Corp. in the U.S. He was a devoted 
member and a Perpetual Deacon of the Anglican Church, serving in many capacities at the 
local, provincial and national levels, and was Honorary Assistant at the Church of St. 
Thomas. Mr. Broadbent was active in both Masonry and Scottish Rite, and served for more 
than 20 years on the Board of St. Peter’s Hospital. He was predeceased by his wife, the 
former Dorothy Allan. 


Mary Margretta Day — $3,000 

Mary Day graduated from McMaster University and worked with National Trust in their 
real estate division throughout her business career. She lived on Fairleigh Avenue South 
with her parents, Edwin and Maple, and greatly enjoyed her English garden and her cats. 
Miss Day was a devoted member of the Church of St. Peter and past President of the 
YW.C.A.’s “Happy to Serve” Club, a group of senior business and professional women. 


Clare B. Hunter — $10,000 

Although Clare Hunter died in 1979, her estate legacies were not distributable until the 
death of her sister Vera last November. Miss Hunter had been a sewing teacher in the 
Home Economics Department at Westdale Secondary School from 1935-1959. She is 
remembered by a student and colleague as “elegant, intelligent, immaculate and very 
stylish”. 


Florence Eleanor Spence Hutton — $300,000 

Born and educated in Hamilton, Florence Hutton was employed by the Ontario 
Department of Labour to inspect and report on conditions in factories throughout 
Southern Ontario. During the Second World War, she joined the Red Cross Nursing 
Services. Miss Hutton eventually retired from the Department of Labour to look after her 
parents, Charles and Margaret, who were in poor health. Later, she moved to North Shore 
Blvd. in Burlington where she took great pride in her home and gardens, winning the Rose 
Award several times. She was an active member of the Burlington Garden Club and 
Horticultural Society, Royal Botanical Gardens and Big Sister Association. Miss Hutton 
passed away after a twelve-year battle with cancer, leaving several charitable legacies, 
inciuding this gift for social service projects and summer camping for disadvantaged 
children. 


‘canor Maude Smith — $10,000 
‘canor Smith was born in Toronto and lived in several small Southern Ontario 
“nunities prior to settling in Hamilton in 1925. Predeceased by both her husband, 
' Charles (1951), and her only son, Douglas (1975), Mrs. Smith, in spite of failing 
‘aintained a keen interest in her garden and generously supported the work of 
veaith and environmental organizations. 


Rosalynde Fuller Osborne Stearn — $2,000 
One of Canada’s leading puppeteers in the 1920’s and 30's, Rosalynde Stearn collected 
puppets from around the world and honed her skills as an apprentice with an 
accomplished puppet master in the United States. For many years, she entertained 
neighbourhood children in a studio and puppet stage which she built behind the family 
home on Turner Avenue. Mrs. Stearn was also a noted golfer and talented watercolour 
artist. She was married to the late Clement H. Stearn, a classics professor at McMaster 
University, and died at the age of 101 after being in a coma for 11 years. 


Other Gifts from Estates — $38,319 
During the year, further distributions were received from the estates of M. Jessie Chagnon, 
Erma Z.L. Goering, Robert P. McBride, Lindsay M. McLennan, Frederick J. Mills and 
Grace J. Smith, whose biographies have appeared in previous Annual Reports, as well as a 
bequest from Jean Hamilton Mutter. 


OTHER CONTRIBUTIONS — $149,001 


Other donations received during the year included $64,363 for capital funds and $84,638 
for immediate distribution to a variety of charitable activities. The Foundation 

acknowledges with appreciation these gifts, small and large, and the names of those who 
have contributed, sometimes in memory of others, are recorded below. Since recognition 
has already been given to supporters of the Summer Camp Fund in The Spectator, their 
names (approximately 400) are not included.

Notes to Financial Statements 


March 31, 1991 


1. SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


The financial statements of the Foundation have been prepared in accordance with 
generally accepted accounting principles. Because certain donors have provided amounts 
for special purposes, the financial statements have been presented in a manner which 
segregates the Community Fund (unrestricted) from Designated Funds (for special 
purposes). In addition to these funds which belong to the Foundation, there are Managed 
Funds, belonging to outside organizations. 


Community Fund income earned is distributed as determined by the Board of Directors. 


Designated Funds represent amounts donated to the Foundation for which the capital is 
generally intended to be preserved. Grants are made for designated purposes from the 
income earned. 


Managed Funds consist of capital amounts which have been advanced to the Foundation 
for investment purposes with such capital and related income earned to be distributed as 
directed by the owners. 


The more significant accounting policies followed by the Foundation have been 
summarized to facilitate a review of the financial statements:

(e) 


Income from investments and undirected donations are recorded in income as 
they are earned. Expenses are recorded in the period to which they relate. 
Donated amounts for which the capital is intended to be preserved are recorded 
as fund capital. In addition, realized capital gains are recorded as fund capital. 
Investments consisting of term deposits, bonds, debentures and shares are 
recorded at cost. 

Foreign investment transactions during the year are converted at the average 
monthly rates of exchange. Monetary assets denominated in foreign currencies 
are translated into Canadian dollars using the approximate year end rates of 
exchange. 

Expenditures for fixed assets are recorded as disbursements in the period in 
which they occur. 


2. CHANGE IN ACCOUNTING POLICY 


In previous years, earnings from investments were generally recorded in income as they 
were received. In the current year, interest earned but not yet received has been recorded 
in the balance sheet as an asset “interest receivable” and interest income has been similarly 
adjusted in the statement of income, expenditures and fund balances. This change in 
accounting policy has been adopted retroactively. Accordingly, the 1990 comparative 
financial statements have been restated and the undistributed income at April 1, 1989 has 
been increased by $110,277. 


3. DONATIONS AND OTHER RECEIPTS 


(a) In fiscal 1991, the Foundation paid $20,936 for rent of its premises and received an 


offsetting donation of $20,936. In addition, two life insurance policies have been 
received naming The Hamilton Foundation as the beneficiary with $2,151 in 
premiums paid by the donors. These transactions have not been included in the 
statement of income, expenditures and fund balances. 


The Foundation, in co-operation with The Spectator, has developed an ongoing 
designated fund to sponsor needy children for summer day camping. Donations 
received in 1991, $39,789 ($35,509 in 1990) are included in income and $30,593 
($36,330 in 1990) was distributed to area day camps on behalf of needy children.

5. CAPITAL DISTRIBUTIONS 


During 1991, the Foundation paid from Designated Funds a total of $4,500 to three 
students from the Warren Harding Bursary Fund of which $2,700 was a capital 
distribution. From Managed Funds the Hamilton Philharmonic Society Inc. withdrew 
$211,836 from its capital endowment fund. 


Auditors’ Report 


To the Directors of The Hamilton Foundation: 


We have audited the balance sheet of The Hamilton Foundation as at March 31, 1991 and 
the statements of income, expenditures and fund balances and cash flows for the year then 
ended. These financial statements are the responsibility of the Foundation’s management. 
Our responsibility is to express an opinion on these financial statements based on our 
audit. 


Except as explained in the following paragraph, we conducted our audit in accordance 
with generally accepted auditing standards. Those standards require that we plan and 
perform an audit to obtain reasonable assurance whether the financial statements are free 
of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting 
the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing 
the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as 
evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. 


In common with many charitable organizations, the Foundation receives donations and 
bequests, the completeness of which is not susceptible of conclusive audit verification. 
Accordingly, our verification of these amounts was limited to the amounts recorded in the 
records of the Foundation and we were unable to determine whether any adjustments for 
unrecorded donations and bequests might be necessary to the donations and bequests 
received during the year and the fund balances at the end of the year. 


In our opinion, except for the effect of any adjustments, if any, which might have been 
required had we been able to satisfy ourselves with respect to the donations and bequests 
referred to in the preceding paragraph, these financial statements present fairly, in all 
material respects, the financial position of the Foundation as at March 31, 1991 and the 
results of its operations and the changes in its financial position for the year then ended in 
accordance with generally accepted accounting principles.

across the Region. 


NEW FACES provides training and performance opportunities to young people seriously 
viferested in the performing arts as a vocation. Brad Garrick, a University of Windsor 
student, and Shari Dunn, from St. Jean de Brebeuf and Westdale Secondary schools, are 
seymour and Audrey (from “The Little Shop of Horrors”) in a recent “Showstoppers”’ 
production. The Foundation provided funds for a portable sound system, enabling the 
company to perform in a variety of locations. 


Information for Grant Applicants 


The following guidelines are intended to assist applicants for grants from the unrestricted 
income of The Hamilton Foundation and from trusts which direct that support be given to 
general areas of interest. 


e¢ The Hamilton Foundation supports charitable, educational and cultural activities that 
are intended to benefit primarily the citizens of Greater Hamilton. 


¢ Grants are made only to non-profit organizations which are registered charities 
recognized by Revenue Canada. Grantseekers must demonstrate a strong and 
committed board, fiscal responsibility and management qualifications. 


¢ Grants are awarded for definite purposes and for projects covering a specific period of 
time. 


e Preference is given to projects which: 

(a) encourage more efficient use of community resources; 

(b) expect to test or demonstrate new approaches and techniques in the solution of 
community problems; 

(c) address the underlying causes of problems in our society rather than dealing 
only with symptoms; 

(d) are developed in consultation with other agencies and planning groups, and 
those which promote co-ordination, co-operation and sharing among 
organizations; 

(e) promote volunteer participation and citizen involvement in the community; 

(f) expect to strengthen internal management capabilities of agencies. 


e Pilot or demonstration projects must include provision for an evaluation and a realistic 
plan for financial viability beyond the pilot stage. 


e The Foundation encourages participation of others in funding projects and, on occasion, 
provides matching funds or challenge grants to stimulate increased response from other 
sources. 


¢ Grants are not usually made to support operating expenses of established organizations 
or programs. 


e The Foundation does not respond to annual drives for sustaining support. 


e Grants are not made: 
- to establish or add to endowment funds 
— to cover deficits 
— to finance travel, conference or publication expenses 
- to support fundraising activities of national/provincial groups 
— to support direct religious activities 
- to promote political or moral philosophies 
— to support teams or other such groups 


All applicants will be required to complete a grant application form. A meeting with 
Foundation representatives will usually be required. The Board of the Foundation 
considers applications twice yearly. Applicants must have their proposals submitted by 
March 15 or September 15 and allow at least two months for completion of the review 
process. 


The Hamilton Foundation — How to Give 


The Hamilton Foundation offers caring citizens a dynamic, efficient means of addressing 
human needs in an enduring way. Gifts are held in perpetuity and the earnings enable 
donors to have a part in shaping the future of the community. 


Through the Community Foundation, you can tailor a giving program that meets your 
needs and fulfils your aspirations: 


e with an Outright Gift of cash or a Pledge over a specified period; 


e with a Bequest in your Will to permanently express your love of community (see 
section following on suggested wording); 


e with a Gift of Life Insurance where a tax—-credited premium can provide a substantial 
contribution; 


e¢ with a Memorial Gift to perpetuate the name of a friend or relative, or by 
establishing a Memorial Fund; or 


¢ by transferring your Private Foundation or Charitable Trust to assure the 
permanence and purpose of the fund when you or your trustees are no longer able 
to act. 


Gifts are most frequently given to the ‘Community Fund’ so that the Foundation can 
decide each year where the earnings can be used most effectively. Alternatively, you may 
choose to direct your gift to one of the other ‘open’ funds listed below. 


If, however, you wish to establish your own separate named fund for general charitable 
purposes or for particular interests or favourite charities, the Foundation will be glad to 
assist you. To keep separate funds within manageable limits, a minimum gift or 
commitment over time of $25,000 is required. 


In deciding how best to benefit the community through the Foundation, you may wish to 
discuss the matter with your lawyer or personal advisor. Members of The Hamilton 
Foundation Board or staff are always available for discussion with no obligation on your 
part.

2. I give all of the residue and remainder of my estate (or a portion/percentage thereof) 
to The Hamilton Foundation. 


3. Upon the death of the survivor of and me, I give the 
residue of my estate then remaining (or a fixed amount, or a portion/percentage 
thereof) to The Hamilton Foundation. 


4. I give the sum of $ to The Hamilton Foundation to be added to 
the capital of the (name of existing fund) 
Fund. 

5. I give the sum of $ (or the residue, etc.) to The Hamilton 


Foundation, the said amount to be treated as capital and invested, and the net income 
therefrom to be paid to or used for (name of particular purpose, institution or service), 
provided that when, in the judgment of The Hamilton Foundation, the need for 
supporting these specific purposes shall become unnecessary, undesirable, impractical 
or impossible, the said net income shall be paid to or used for such charitable 
purposes as the said Foundation may from time to time determine. 


6. (If it is desired that the name of the donor or of someone designated by the donor be 
attached to the fund, add the following sentence:) 
The Fund hereby created shall be designated 


7. In case any bequest made by this Will shall by reason of the death of the beneficiary in 
my lifetime, or for any other reason fail to take effect, the property so bequeathed shall 
be delivered or paid to The Hamilton Foundation.
